parliean politics—Congressman Fowler's 
bill seems well enough adapted. .Under 
ita terms a new member of the commis- 
sion would be appointed at tbe end of 
every three years, and aa there would 
b9 seven members, it would require 
twelve yeara, or three presidential terms, 
before a majority of the commieaiou 
could be replaced by new members. 
Thia is BO long a time that tbe ordinary 
flnctuationa of tbe political game would 
be practically without effect on tbe com- 
missionera. Moreover, a man in office 
for a term of twenty-one yeare, which is 
the greater part of the active life of 
manhood, would be placed beyond the 
aelfiab necessity of keeping one ear con- 
stantly lifted to hear the first BOegeation 
of partisan clamor, and in this land of 
politicians nobody need be told how 
great an advantage tbat would be in the 
case of such a commission. 


On the whole, Mr. Fowler'a bill ap- 


pears to be a move in the right direction 
That the recommendatious of euch a 
commission would receive the utinoet 
consideration, being conEidered only lees 
than mandatory, will not bo doubted. 
Federal taxation is ft necessity. If we 
can secure it in such manner tbat tbo 
brood of politicians must keep their 
hands off the operation aud tbat it shall 
not be affected by the partisan winds of 
every four years the United States will 
be in hotter condition to meet other 
grave problems which never fail to de- 
mand solution by the people.

CLEARING THE AIR. 


jmohc and Poc to lio Dissipated by Elec- 


tricity. 


It is thought by many that tho time 


is not far distant when fog and sinoko 
in tho atmosphere of largo cities will 
bo dissipated by electricity. 
Already a 


patent bas been taken out in Germany 
for an apparatus for smoke prevention 
by means of wires stretched iusiflo a 
fluo or chimney and rendered incandes- 
cent by an electric current. 


This simple method will consume the 


blackest smoke, but at present it is 
nmrh ton expensive for practical use. 
Ordinarily each chimney would require 
its own continuous current dynamo, 
which, would absorb something liko 16 
horsepower ;uul perhaps more. 


In some cases ouo dynamo might bo 


used for meial chimneys situated near 
tho electric plant. If tlie fipoed of tbo 
dynamo wore accidentally increased, tho 
wires would probably bo fused. 
For 


chimney 120 feet high ball coiled wires 
20 yards IUUR would be required.—Chi- 
cago Inter Oeean.

by treaty an object so important to their 
mutual and permanent welfare. To this 
end the high contracting parties havo 
conferred full power and authority upon 
their respectively appointed plenipoten- 
tiaries, to wit:

Article I—The republic o(', Hawaii 


hereby cedes absolutely and without 
reserve to the United States of America

cally chaoeetl at the late eeaaion of the 
state legislature, and it needed ench a 
change very badly, too. 
Whereas the 


old law applied only to certain counties, 
he new one ia general in ita application. 
ThaoldUw waa a cumbersome thing. 
!t contained a multitude of urovuionB, 


if which nine-tenths of tha people hardly 
knew one-tooth, and aa lifo was ehort 
.cd there were more important things 
to do than mastering the law, they paid 
ittle attention to it. Tho extent of 
heir 
compliance with 
it consisted 


mostly in advertising the o?!ray, pTBt- 
.BJ; a few notices and chareing ell tho 
:ramc would b«ar for tlio keep of the 
animal. The old law waaalaoanexpena- 


•e one. 
The new !a-.v ia n great improvement 
n the old one 
It ia bim^h-r anil 


therefore oaeily understood, and also 
ess expensive. Those concanied in its 
iporation aUo expresa the opinion trmt 
it will move more effective thun tho old 
law. 
AVhilu it ia trcnernlly known that 


a new oBtray law 13 in force, f«w p?ppie 
are acquainted uith its proviaioca, nnd 
there haa been much iiiijuiry reaardis!^ 
them on the part ol tno owners of BtdCk, 
of whom thorn are very many in tliia 
county. The followiog brief iie?rrit.tion 
of thn now law will, therefore, ha both 
timely and u?eful: 


Any person taking up an 
eatray 


animal or anirnala must confine the 
eamo inaaecure place, and within liire 
days filo with the county recorder of tho 
county iu which euch eatray ia found a 
notice containing a description of the 
animal or ammala taken up, with the 
rnarka and brands, if they have any, 
logether with the prohable value nf ea^h 
animal and a statement of the place 
where 
tho 
taker-up 
found, 
aud 


where he hae confined tho Game. Tho 
county recorder shall receive for filing 
aaid notice the aura of 50 ceuta. 


At any time within thirty daya from 


thedateof filing this notice, any per- 
son claiming such astray animal or 
animala ehall appear before a justice of 
the peace of tho townahip wherein Baid 
animal or animals were found and make 
his claim for them. The justice shall 
enter each claim in hie docket and 
notify the taker-up, and within five 
daye after the making of such claim the 
justice shall hear the claim and Erich 
evidence aa may be introduced 
by 


either party. He must then determine 
tha caae according to tho rights of the 
partiea, both with reference to the 
ownerahip and poBsssaion of the e* tray 
animal or animals, and the compensa- 
tion to be paid to the taker-up and the 
cost of the proceedings. 


The compensation is to be estimated 


AS follows: First, the total amount paid 
by the taker-np to the connty recorder; 
second, tbe aum of fifteen cents a day

payment. Thia money must he claimed 
by the person to whom it belongs within 
one year of ita payment to tbe treasurer, 
otherwise it becomea a part of tbe com- 
mon school fund of the connty.

larrison, ei-Vice Preeiiiftnt Levi P. 
torton, and Secretary Noble ol llar- 
ison'B cabinet. 
After his graduation Mr. Cory taught 
choot for a abort time, and in the 
Driag of 1S4D be came across the 
laina to California. After residing in 
anta Clara county for a time ho went 
o the mines, lie engaged in mining 
or a number of years, making bis 
ome, however, at San JOBB, where he 
ad other interests. In 1865 ho repre- 
ented Santa Clara county in the atate 
egislature. and for a number of years 
as a member of tbe board of city trus- 
ees of San Jose, always taking an 
ctive interest in public affairs. Dur- 
ig hia residence in San Joae he waa 
lected a member of the Pioneer Society 
: San Francieco. 
In 18G1 Mr. Cory wan greatly inter- 
eted in silver mining in Nevada, aud 
ved there for two years. He invested 
nrgely in tbe Earner eld a and Aurora 
mines, which he discovered and named, 


fter disposing of hie Nevada mining 
itoroata in 1665, he continued to live in 
anta Clara county until 1SSI, being 
utively engaged in farming and fiuit 
aiaing near San Joae. 
Mr. Cory waa an extensive traveler, 
nd. in bia frequent trips through the 
tale be visited Fresno county. After 
careful investigation he eaw what a 
right future waa in store for this lo- 
ality, and he decided to make it his 
ome. He purchased a ranch of 100 
creaeastof Fresno. Eighty acrea of this 


developed into a fine vineyard. Here 
had bin residence, while he engaged 


n tbe real estate and insurance business 
n this city. Mr. Cory enjoyed the die- 
inction of being one of the founders of 
lie Freano National hank.
